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Necessary  Steps  in  case  a  Treaty  is  Concluded  on  the  A  Draft. 

1.  To  hAVe  the  U- S. A.  admit  that  "The  government  of  the  United  States 
shall  not  take  any  such  measures  or  actions  as  will  obati'uct  the 
Japanese  Government's  steps  and  efforts  regarding  a  solution  of  the 
China  Incident"  at  the  cud  of  the  fir-et  item  of  Article  111  (Measuros 
for  establishment  of  poaue  between  Jnpan  and  China)  of  our  Draft  of 
the  25th  of  September  means  Ho  avoid  and  abstain  from  any  kind  of 
action  helping  CHIANG"  as  specified  at  the  end  of  the  instructions  given 
to  Ambassador  NOMURA  on  Sept.  13th. 

2.  To  have  the  U.S.a.  admit  the  following,  as  its  understanding  of 
Article  IV  (Trade  between  Japan  and  U.S.A.)  of  our  Draft  of  Sept.  2Gth:- 

Both  governments,  within  3  days  of  their  agreement  to  this  under¬ 
standing,  shall  reciprocally  abolish  their  property  freezing  measures; 
and  the  Government  of  the  United  States  shall  suoply  Japan  with  6 
million  tons  of  mineral  oil  a  year  (which  includes  one  million  and  a 
half  tons  of ‘aviation  gasoline) ,  equal  amounts  being  supplied  each 
month. 

3.  With  regard  to  Art.  V  (Economic  Problems  in  the  Pacific)  of  our 
Draft  of  Sept.  25th:-

The  Government  of  the  United  States  shall  take  steps  to  make 
the  Netherlands  Indies  accept,  within  3  days  of  the  agreement  to  this 
understanding,  the  demands  of  the  Japanese  Government  presented  through 
Ambassador  YOSBTZA'/A  to  the  Nether lauds  Indies  on  the  trade,  traffic 
and  conmunication,  bovween  Japan  and  tho  Netherlands  Indies,  and  the 
freedom  of  enterprise,  entry:  residence  and  business  of  Japanese  sub¬ 
jects  in  the  Netherlands  Indies. 

But  Japan  shall,  for  the  time  being,  be  supplied  with  tho  yearly
